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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1, 5-7, and 11-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As per independent claim 1 , the prior art does not teach the inverter device combination 
as recited, and in particular wherein within a carrier period of the three-phase modulation, a 
current feed time is equally added or subtracted in a current feeding period in each phase of the 
stator windings. 

As per independent claim 7, the prior art does not teach the air conditioner combination 
as recited, and in particular wherein the inverter device switches the direct-current voltage from 
the direct-current power source by three-phase modulation and, within a carrier period of the 
three-phase modulation, equally adds or subtracts a current feeding time in a current feeding 
period in each phase of the stator windings.
